County Solicitor’s Report. 





To the Citizens of Belknap County: 

The subscriber, Solicitor for said County, begs leave to make 
the following report. 

I entered upon the duties of my office on the first Wednesday of 
June, 1879, having served about eleven months up to the time of 
making this report. 

I consider it a subject for congratulation to the people of the 
County that the number of criminal prosecutions has been com- 
paratively few and, as a consequence, the expenses necessarily in- 
curred in such prosecutions have been comparatively light. 

At the September Term the total number of indictments re- 
turned by the grand jury was seventeen. Of these, one was for 
attempt at arson; one for horse stealing; three for stealing; one 
for assault with intent to kill; four for liquor selling; one false 
pretence; one for abortion; and five for bank robbery. 

The total amount of pay rolls allowed on these several indict- 
ments for the term was $580.27. 

In the case of State v. Hattie Bradley the recognizance of $600 
was forfeited and the amount paid into the treasury. There were 
three liquor fines, amounting to $150 and costs. The other liquor 
indictment by the order of the Attorney-General was marked not 
to be brought forward provided the respondent does not further 
violate the law. 

At this term one indictment was tried, State v. Downs, result- 

-ing in a conviction. ; 

One person, August Thorndike, for stealing horse, was sen- 
tenced and committed to the State Prison. 

At March Term, 1880, two indictments were returned by the 
grand jury,—one for fraud and one for forgery. One, State v. 
Folsom, was tried, resulting in a disagreement of the jury. 

Pay rolls were allowed amounting in the whole to $264.43. 

There are now pending five State cases. 

The suit of County v. Clark to recover an overcharge of fees 
while Clerk is still pending, but under the direction of our able 
board of County Commissioners it will now be rapidly pushed to 
a final issue.
